The Grade II listed build¬ 
ing will have live music, chil¬ 
dren’s activities, food, drink 
and merchandise stands and 
a big screen linked to the 
system inside the ground. 

The zone is inspired by 
similar projects across the 
country including one out¬ 
side Liverpool’s Anfield 
ground. 

Officials hope to launch it 
by the start of next season 
at the derelict pub on the 
junction of Halfords Lane 
and Birmingham Road. 

The project will run 
alongside plans already ap¬ 
proved by Sandwell Council 
to turn a historic section of 
the building into a drive- 
through coffee shop and it 
could eventually be incor¬ 
porated into an extension of 
the stadium. 

The club has planning 
permission to demolish the 
‘east wing’ of the pub and 
have now applied to the 
council for permission to 
knock down the ‘west wing’. 

Head of facility oper¬ 
ations and development 
Mark Miles said: “We want 
to bring the site back to vi¬ 
brancy. The site has been an 
eyesore for many years.” 

The club hopes to start 
demolition by February.

END FOR POLICE 
STATION ACCESS 


DISAPPOINTMENT and resignation 
have greeted the news that four po¬ 
lice stations in Sandwell will close to 
the public amid £3 million cuts. 

The front counters at Smethwick, Tipton, 
Wednesbury and Old Hill have been earmarked 
to shut during the next 12 months. Councillors 
have described the decision as ‘a shame’. 


In total 27 front offices 
across the West Midlands 
will close with more than 90 
of the 170 jobs at risk. 

Opening hours will also 
be cut at West Bromwich to 
between 8am and 10pm. 

Police chiefs say the pro¬ 
posals follow an independ¬ 
ent review which shows 
the majority of the public 
no longer visit stations and 
instead make phone calls, 
use the internet and social 
media to contact officers. 

Old Hill ward councillor 
John Tipper said: “It’s a 
shame but the opening days 
had already been reduced. I 
have never met anyone who 
has used it to report a crime. 

Option 

“I think it’s more reassur¬ 
ing for the public for there 
to be a visible police pres¬ 
ence on the beat rather than 
in the front office.” 

Wednesbury councillor 
Elaine Costigan said: “It’s 
disappointing for the people 
of Wednesbury. The front 
counter has always been 
there as an option for peo¬ 
ple report crimes face to face 
rather than over the phone. 

“It’s a shame - the cuts 
are a bit drastic.” 

Tipton councillor Ian 
Jones said: “While under¬ 
standing the budget re¬ 
straints and the difficult 
decisions having to be made, 
I think it’s going to be dif¬ 
ficult for disadvantaged 
people who don’t have com-

puters and mobile phones to 
report crimes.” 

Hateley Heath council¬ 
lor Paul Sandars said: “It 
is a shame, I think most 
people will be covered by 
access to Twitter, Facebook 
and phones, but there are a 
number of members of the 
public who could lose out.” 

Wednesbury North ward 
councillor Peter Hughes 
said: “I think it will be very 
disappointing for people in 
my ward.” 

Carl White, Unite branch 
secretary at West Midlands 
Police, said: “They are a 
major part of all communi¬ 
ties.” Jill Harrison, branch 
secretary of West Midlands 
Police said: “This is going 
to have a massive impact on 
our members.” 

It costs £5.5m to run the 
counters and police chiefs 
insist there will be buzzer 
systems at stations to enable 
the public to contact them. 

Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble Carl Foulkes said: “The 
decision has not been taken 
lightly and followed a year¬ 
long review .” 

Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson, 
said: “We need to deploy 
staff to call centres where 
possible to free up resources 
that keep police officers 
where people want them: on 
the street, preventing crime 
and catching criminals.” 


Pensioners’ club in members plea

A LONG-standing member of a pen¬ 
sioners’ group is calling on residents 
to help boost its dwindling numbers. 

Stan Green, aged 88, has been going 
to the Eli-Fletcher Sons of Rest club 
for 24 years and speaks fondly of its 
‘glory days’ when dozens would attend 
for a game of snooker or a cup of tea 
and cake. 

But in recent years the club - which 
has its own building in Oak Road, 
West Bromwich - has struggled to at¬ 
tract new people when existing mem¬ 
bers have passed away. 

Stan said the problems started when 
West Midlands Police opened its new 


£10million police station between Oak 
Road and Moor Street in 2011. 

“We had a smashing little group 
of artists and painters which used to 
come to the club every Tuesday,” he 
said. “But about 12 months ago, sadly 
they came and said ‘we are moving, 
there is just nowhere to park’. 

“The only parking since they built 
the police station is directly in front of 
the club where there is only room for 
six cars.” 

The club was one of three Sons of 
Rest groups in the Black Country 
which were saved from closure in 2008 
after opposition from campaigners 


and a late change of heart by council 
bosses. Last year its building was re¬ 
furbished at of cost of around £5,000 
which saw the addition of new chairs 
and curtains and painting inside and 
out. 

But despite facing the axe and a sig¬ 
nificant facelift the club has still not 
managed to draw in new members. 

Stan believes attending the club, 
which meets throughout the week, 
gives pensioners a sense of commu¬ 
nity. He said: “For older people the 
club offers a bit of relief and allows 
them to get out for a couple of hours 
and meet people of their own age.”

William Jones, who has died 

A MAN who was awarded 
an MBE for education and 
music and taught at schools 
in the Black Country has 
died aged 89. 

Tributes have been paid 
made to William Jones, of 
Smethwick, who was also a 
musical director of a choir 
and church organist. 

He born in 1925 in Amer¬ 
ica and came to the UK at 
the age of four. He studied 
at Bangor College before 
getting a job teaching music 
in Sand well. 

His daughter, Glenys 
Yates, said: “He was al¬ 
ways very musical growing 
up. His music teacher said 
he should have gone to the 
Royal College of Music but 
the entrance fee was more 
than he could afford.” 

Mr Jones worked as a 
teacher for a year before he 
received a letter from the 
US military telling him he 
was being called up. 

He served in the US Army 
assisting in the resettlement 
of Germany after the Sec¬ 
ond World War, before re¬ 
turning in 1947 and meeting 
his wife, Beryl. 

Mr Jones cared for her 
wife due to disability for the 
last 10 years, until she died 
two months ago. 

Mrs Yates said: “I think 
my father was lost when she 
passed away.” 

Mr Jones was head¬ 
teacher at Bleakhouse and 
Albion. He was awarded his 
MBE in 1981. 

As well as serving as 
musical director of Warley 
Choir from 1952 to 2004, he 
was also the church organist 
at West Smethwick Method¬ 
ist Church for 50 years.

Architects reveal view of Islamic centre 


ITS style is a mix of the Library of Birming¬ 
ham and The Public but this is the vision 
for a new mosque and Islamic centre in 
Smethwick. 

The Masjid and Bangladeshi Islamic 
Centre wants to replace its converted in¬ 
dustrial unit base in Lewisham Road with 
a three-storey place of worship. 

It has lodged a planning application with 
Sandwell Council which shows an artist 
impression of the centre, which will also 
include classrooms, an IT suite, gym and 
prayer hall. 

Part of the building would be fronted 
with a traditional Islamic pattern made 


with golden aluminium. Another side of the 
centre will be made with darker bricks with 
large circular windows. 

It has been designed by Coventry D5 Ar¬ 
chitects. Joel Kempsey-Fagg, from the com¬ 
pany, said the centre was designed before 
the Library of Birmingham opening. 

He said the golden screen was chosen as 
a reference to the religious and cultural el¬ 
ement to the building. 

He said it also allowed daylight inside. 

The dark brick used around part of the 
building was picked to blend it in with the 
canal and railway architecture in the area. 

Mr Kempsey-Fagg said: “Our approach to 


the design has been to create a welcoming 
contemporary building to address the aspi¬ 
rations of the existing Bangladeshi Islamic 
Centre and respond to the local character 
of the area. 

“We have worked closely with the local 
community and key stakeholders to achieve 
a design that reflects the aspirations of 
the centre and the wider community as a 
whole.” 

Mosque officials said the design had been 
created in light of a major multi-million re¬ 
generation scheme planned in Smethwick. 
A decision on the application will be made 
by Sandwell Council in coming weeks.

Thousands join procession 
to celebrate Sikh founder

RECORD numbers took to the 
streets of Sandwell for a colour¬ 
ful annual Sikh procession.

Stalls lined up on High Street offering 
food with hundreds gathering there for 
what was a big community celebration. 

Satellite television stations covered the 
event, which was beamed on Sikh television 
to America, Africa and Asia. 

One of the organisers, Raj Kang, said the 
event was a huge success. He added: “It’s 
gone extremely well and it’s great that 
we’ve had record numbers this year. 

“It puts Sandwell on the map and shows 
what a thriving Sikh community we have 
here. There were people of all ages and dif¬ 
ferent backgrounds embracing the parade. 

“Generosity and sharing is a big ethos in 
our faith and that was reflected on the day. 

“It’s a very colourful event which attracts 
people’s attention and it’s all done on a vol¬ 
untary basis.” 

Coordinator of the Council of Sikh Gurd¬ 
waras in Sandwell, Parmjit Singh Dhillon, 
said: “A great deal of work has gone into or¬ 
ganising this event and I am grateful for the 
support of the members of the entire local 
community Sikh and non-Sikh, all related 
authorities, including Sandwell Council and 
West Midlands Police.” 

The 1914 Sikhs - a group which high¬ 
lights the role of Sikh soldiers in the First 
World War - joined the parade. 

The day is one of the most important in 
the Sikh calendar as it marks the birth of 
the first Guru and the founding of the Sikh 
faith.

NO-ONE denies that landing a European spacecraft on 
a comet far, far away is a brilliant technical achievement. 
However, the Rosetta project has gobbled up more than 
£1,000 million of our money and we have no choice in such 
matters. We EU taxpayers are committed by various Euro¬ 
treaties to spend colossal amounts of money on space 
research.

SHE was discovered at the age 
of 15 by Eurythmics icon Dave 
Stewart and her guitar riffs 
have been hailed by no lesser 
musical luminary than soul leg¬ 
end Stevie Wonder. 

Having spent the early part of her 
life in Wednesbury, Joanne Shaw 
Taylor now plays sell-out concerts, 
works with some of the most respect¬ 
ed names in music and two years ago 
played lead guitar in Annie Lennox’s 
band at the Queen’s Diamond Jubi¬ 
lee Concert. 

But another career highlight came on 
Saturday when she appeared at Birming¬ 
ham Town Hall with her family, includ¬ 
ing her Coseley gran, in the audience. 
“It’s a huge deal for me,” she said. “I reg¬ 
ularly walked past it when I was younger, 
and my dad saw Led Zeppelin there in the 
70s. It’s a big deal for all of us.” 

The engaging 28-year-old blues rock 
guitarist, currently on a UK-wide tour 
promoting her latest album The Dirty 
Truth, is now based in Detroit in the 
USA but her thoughts are never far from 
her Midlands roots. Her first home was 
in Church Road, Wednesbury, the family 
leaving when she was one year old to re¬ 
locate to south Birmingham. 

And yet she can speak in a perfect 
Black Country dialect when she wants to. 

“It depends on how much I’ve had to 
drink,” she says. “When I was growing 
up, we’d go to Coseley on Saturdays and 
the Stowlawn estate in Bilston on Sun¬ 
days, visiting both sets of grandparents, 
so I was well used to the accent.” 

She learned the classical guitar at 
school at the age of eight and played in 
the Birmingham Musical Ensemble at 
10. But it was her dad’s record collection, 
featuring greats like Stevie Ray Vaughan, 
Albert Collins and Jimi Hendrix, that set 
her on her path. 

It was Mike Hamblett who gave her 
her first break at the original Robin R 
‘n’ B club in Brierley Hill when she was 
just 14 years old. A twist of fate directed 
her demo into the hands of Dave Stewart 
after a charity gig. His call the following 
day proved the start of a lasting friend¬ 
ship, with Joanne seeking his advice on 
the industry and accompanying him on 
tour across Europe in 2002.

Funding 
for groups 
is cut by 
council 

THREE voluntary groups 
which support elderly peo¬ 
ple in Smethwick are hav¬ 
ing their funding pulled 
from Sandwell Council. 

Sandwell Third Age Arts 
and two groups within the 
Asian Shelter And Residen¬ 
tial Association (ASRA) will 
have their annual funding 
cut in March following a 
decision made by the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet. The authority 
is withdrawing more than 
£30,000 from the groups. 

The arts group provides 
art therapy to people with 
dementia and had received 
£21,200 a year from the 
council. ASRA received 
£10,800 a year for an alcohol 
support group and a sensory 
therapy service for elderly 
people. 

Councillor Yvonne 
Davies, cabinet member for 
adult health, said the coun¬ 
cil could no longer justify 
the hand-outs as it attempts 
to make £121m of cuts over 
the next two years. 

“It is an unfortunate po¬ 
sition, but we need to make 
these difficult decisions to 
support the council finan¬ 
cially,” she said. 

However, £39,295 of 
funding was secured for the 
next four years for Aider- 
man James Salvation Army, 
Yemeni Community Associ¬ 
ation and Cape Community 
Day Centre. 

Housing plan 
for old site 

A HOUSING estate will be 
built on the site of a former 
community centre in West 
Bromwich. 

Eighteen homes will be 
built at the old Hill Top 
Resource Centre after 
planning permission was 
granted by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil. The eyesore centre, 
which is on Peters Street, 
was closed in 2007 when 
it was deemed surplus to 
requirements. The council 
later demolished it. 

It plan for new two, three 
and four-bedroom homes. It 
is part of a wider housing 
scheme involving 21 sepa¬ 
rate parcels of land.

TRIBUTES have poured in for actor War¬ 
ren Clarke, known for his role in the Bir- 
mingham-makde TV drama Dalziel And 
Pascoe, who died aged 67. 

Among his former co-stars is Colin Bu¬ 
chanan, who is based in Bearwood, who 
starred alongside the actor in Dalziel and 
Pascoe for 12 series from 1996-2007. As an 
up-and-coming star he appeared in Stanley 
Kubrick’s A Clockwork Orange, and later 
rubbed shoulders on screen with the likes 
of Clint Eastwood in Firefox. 

Oldham-born Clarke is said to have died 
after a short illness. Comedian Jack Dee 


described him as a “brilliant, funny and 
generous man who was a joy to work with”. 

Actor Richard E Grant tweeted: “Worked 
with him twice and shared a holiday in the 
Caribbean. Hilarious and irreverent.” 

Clarke appeared in everything from 
Blackadder to Coronation Street during a 
career which spanned almost 50 years. 

He was also known for his role in BBC 
series Down To Earth, about a family who 
leave the rat race to relocate to Devon. The 
last role before his death was as Charles 
Poldark in a BBC revival of the 1970s’ TV 
drama Poldark. However most viewers 


knew him for his performances as grumpy 
Detective Superintendent Andy Dalziel in 
the TV adaptation of Reginald Hill’s stories 
about the chalk-and-cheese colleagues. 

Through the show, filmed in Birming¬ 
ham, the actor developed a love of the re¬ 
gion. He often stayed at the Bearwood home 
of his co-star and attended events with him 
at Warley Woods where Buchanan was a 
patron. The actors came to Wolverhampton 
for one programme, which was filmed at the 
Express & Star’s press hall. Clarke named 
the Balti Bazaar in Stirchley, Birmingham, 
as his favourite Indian restaurant. 


Health trust rakes in more 
than £2m parking charges 


A HOSPITAL trust raked in more than £2 mil¬ 
lion from parking charges last year, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

The figures cover income received from patients 
and staff at City, Sandwell and Rowley Regis hospi¬ 
tals in the financial year 2013/14, and do not include 
money paid in fines. The amount dwarfs income re¬ 
ceived by some other hospital trusts. 


The Royal Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Hospitals NHS Trust 
brought in around £lm in 
2013, while Walsall Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust made 
around £600,000 the pre¬ 
vious year. But the income 
has come under fire from 
an MP who has accused the 
trust of employing desperate 
measures in a bid to bolster 
hospitals’ coffers. 

The figures, which come 
from a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request, show a total 
of £1.3 million was spent 
on parking by patients and 
staff at City Hospital, in 
2013/14, while £809,121 
was spent at Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital and £34,089 at Rowley 
Regis Hospital. 

Desperate 

Overall £1.4m was spent 
by patients and visitors and 
£681,599 was spent by staff. 

West Bromwich East MP 
Tom Watson said: “For 
many years I have been 
critical of the high parking 
charges at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham NHS 
Hospitals Trust. 

“As a result of central 
government cuts, hospital 
bosses seem desperate to 
find income any way they 
can - even if it means charg¬ 
ing chronically sick people 
who need to park in order to 
receive treatment. 

“Clearly, the Trust needs 
a proportion of the income it 
generates to pay for the up¬ 
keep of its car parks and se¬ 
curity staff but £2.1 million

is a much higher figure than 
I would expect.” 

Vanya Rogers, spokes¬ 
woman for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust, said the 
car parks do not make any 
profit from the charges. 

She added: “All the money 
goes straight back into 
maintaining and improving 
parking, access and facilities 
services including 24-hour 
security, patrols and CCTV, 
maintenance of car parks, 
ensuring enough parking 
spaces are available for pa¬ 
tients and visitors who re¬ 
ally need them, discounted 
parking tickets, staff shut¬ 
tle buses, improving public 
footpaths and cycle routes 
and providing clear signage 
and road markings.” 

Parking at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham NHS 
Hospital Trust sites is cur¬ 
rently free for up to 15 
minutes and £2.60 up to an 
hour. 

Charges were increased 
by lOp earlier this year. 

The maximum fee that 
can be paid is £5.10, while 
season tickets and some 
concessionary charges are 
available. 

At Walsall Manor and 
Stafford Hospitals the max¬ 
imum rate for parking is £6, 
while at New Cross in Wol¬ 
verhampton it is £5.30 and 
at Russells Hall in Dudley it 
is £5.50.

Cameras will be 
turned back on 

SEVEN speed cameras 
across Birmingham will 
be turned back on as part 
of a £400,000 plan by the 
city council.

TWENTY-FIVE years ago this 
month, the final phase of the 
Merry Hill centre opened, an 
occasion which has surely trans¬ 
formed the shopping habits of 
the West Midlands in a way that 
could never have been envis¬ 
aged at the outset.

both Dudley and West Brom¬ 
wich, lured by the free rates and 
easy parking of the new out-of- 
town centre. 

Initial reports suggested a 70 
per cent fall in the number of 
people shopping in Dudley town 
centre, and slowly, but surely, it 
has also affected town and city 
centres further afield. 

A quarter of a century on, its 
legacy is still a matter for debate. 

Some people love the warm, 
all-weather malls, others hate 
the devastating impact it has 
had on town centres which have 
been there for hundreds of years. 

The majority, though, I sus¬ 
pect, do not feel that strongly 
one way or the other. 

They simply take the view that 
if that is where Marks & Spencer, 
British Home Stores or Sains- 
bury’s is, that’s where they will 
go. 

According to Dudley Council 
leader, Councillor David Sparks, 
“Merry Hill enabled Dudley to 
look Birmingham in the eye,” 
and on that point I really have to 
disagree. 

Dudley cannot, and never has 
been able to look Birmingham in 
the eye, certainly not within living 
memory, and realistically, it is not 
going to any time soon. 

However, Merry Hill is proba¬ 
bly the reason why Dudley can 
no longer look Wolverhampton 
or Walsall in the eye, either. 

And for that I will always be 
very sad.

Business booming 
out of town centre 



One area is bucking the 
trend when it comes to 
independent businesses 
doing well - Caldmore 

EMPTY shops are a common 
sight in town and city centres 
up and down the country. 

And with latest figures showing 
that Walsall is one of the worst ar¬ 
eas in the UK for empty units and 
a similar story elsewhere in the re¬ 
gion, the future still looks bleak for 
retailers. 

But step off the high street and into 
Caldmore village and business in boom¬ 
ing - just ask the traders. There is not 
a single empty shop unit, with all 130 
stores filled with independent traders. 

The area boasts thriving restaurants, 
supermarkets and cafes, as well as 
clothes, furniture and sweet shops, along 
with travel agents, beauticians and hair¬ 
dressers. Butchers Andrew Morrison has 
been open since 2000. Mr Morrison, aged 
50, took the business on from his father- 
in-law David Ward in that year. 

Generations 

Mr Morrison works in the shop with 
his wife Sarah and colleague Robert Wil¬ 
liams. 

He said: “The butchers has been in 
the village for the past 55 years. We are 
one of the oldest serving shops in the 
area. We have a lot of loyal customers. 
Also we’ve got a lot of families. There 
are third generations that come in now 
from when I started working here 30 
years ago. 

“Trade is good. Everyone knows the 
economy is still struggling and people 
have less to spend on their shopping.” 

Mr Morrison said the secret to the 
shop’s success was sticking to tradition 
by running a Christmas Club that shop¬ 
pers pay into throughout the year. 

But he also said moving forward with 
the times and adapting to changing mar¬ 
kets was another reason his business 
was doing so well. The father-of-two 


from Willenhall added: “We have quite 
a lot of Polish people in the area. For 
them we buy in Polish pork. You have 
to change with the times. 

“Caldmore has a bad name which 
is a shame really. Everyone is really 
friendly. I think lots of people come 
into Caldmore because of the reasona¬ 
ble prices.” 

Around 80 per cent of the traders 
in Caldmore are also residents of the 
village or live within three miles. The 
village has its own trading association 
that helps to promote businesses. It has 
been running since 2006. 

Another shop in the village is Har- 
gun’s Sweet Centre and it is a hit up 
and down the country. One customer 
travels up from Gloucestershire every 
week to buy his Asian sweets. 

Owner Suky Hargun, a father-of-two 
from Walsall, has had the shop since 
2001. 

The 43-year-old said: “It was a fam¬ 
ily-owned shop and I bought it from 
my father in that year. We sell Indian 
sweets and savoury snacks. 

“I think it’s the variety of shops we 
have here in Caldmore that makes the 
area so popular. Some of the shops are 


a little bit specialised. You wouldn’t get 
them in many other places. 

“The prices are reasonable as well 
which really helps. A lot of our cus¬ 
tomers are from the Walsall area but 
we get a lot of people coming over from 
Birmingham and one customer comes 
in every week from Gloucestershire.” 

Unique Jamaican Foods opened in 
Caldmore in 2000. 

Owner Saleem Shakil, 46, from Wal¬ 
sall, said he chose to open in the village 
rather than Walsall town centre as the 
overhead costs were cheaper. 

Travelling 

He said: “I opened a Jamaican food 
store as I saw a real niche in the mar¬ 
ket. I have customers travelling from all 
parts of the region - Tamworth, Can¬ 
nock, Dudley and Birmingham. 

“If they are happy to travel all that 
way then I don’t need to be in the town 
centre. 

“Caldmore is on the main bus route 
in and out of Walsall and I think that 
is a good thing as well. It brings a lot 
of people in.” 

Figures released in September by the 


Local Data Company revealed that 26.5 
per cent of retail premises in Walsall 
currently stand empty. 

The data also showed Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s empty shop figure was 22.4 per 
cent, Dudley 23.6 per cent, 

Across the West Midlands, three shops 
closed every two days over the first six 
months of the year. In all, 265 stores 
closed across the region but only 198 
opened - a net loss of 67 shops. 

But Caldmore Traders’ Association 
chairman, Ali Mahmood, said the pic¬ 
ture was much rosier in Caldmore. 

He said: “All the shops in the area are 
occupied so we’re bucking both the local 
and national trend. 

“Caldmore is a thriving and vibrant 
district with businesses covering practi¬ 
cally any and every sector. 

“It’s a source of great pride for all 
of us that someone would travel from 
Gloucester to shop here.” 

Mr Shakil added: “When I first opened 
I did think about opening an Asian food 
shop but there were loads in the area.” 

The latest shop to open in Caldmore 
was a travel agents. Bukhari Travel Ser¬ 
vices opened its doors last month, creat¬ 
ing three new jobs.

WE need to talk about Europe. I 
say that knowing full well that for 
people who follow politics at the 
moment it seems as though we 
talk about little else. 

But the farcical scenes in the 
Commons over the European 
Arrest Warrant show how toxic 
it is proving to be to the Tories. 

Not that we need much more 
proof of that, of course. The 
by-election won by a Tory MP- 
turned-UKIPper and coupled 
with the likelihood of a repeat in 
Rochester should have made it 
abundantly clear by now. 

MPs turned up to vote think¬ 
ing they were going to get a say 
on the European Arrest Warrant 
itself. Instead the motion put be¬ 
fore them was for just 11 of 35 
measures that the coalition gov¬ 
ernment wanted to opt into and 
the warrant was not one. 

The Conservatives would not 
have wanted to face another 
rebellion by Eurosceptic back¬ 
benchers. But after all these 
years it should have been abun¬ 
dantly clear to the whips that an¬ 
ything with the word ‘Europe’ in 
it is not going to go down well 
with the likes of Stone’s Sir Bill 
Cash or Aldridge-Brownhills MP 
Sir Richard Shepherd. 

The latter, retiring at the elec¬ 
tion, made his feelings abun¬ 
dantly clear: “At the heart of this 
is a misconception about what 
this House represents... my over 
long time in this House of Com¬ 
mons has led me to understand 
the growth of executive arro¬ 
gance is unsupportable.” 

Even reading the words one 
can hear the weariness in his 
voice. Sir Richard has been an 
MP since 1979. He’s been rebel¬ 
ling on Europe since Maastricht. 

Labour’s shadow Europe min¬ 
ister is Wolverhampton South 
East MP Pat McFadden. He 
said the Tories have a ‘psycho¬ 
sis’ about the union and pointed 
out that there was actually more 
than enough support from the 
majority of the Tories, Liberal 
Democrats and Labour to vote 
the warrant through. 

Now Labour has decided to 
debate and vote on it as part of 
an Opposition Day on the eve of 
the Rochester by-election. The 
thing is a mess. And this is be¬ 
fore we have even got to the ar¬ 
gument about the warrant itself. 

As far as Mr McFadden and 
Labour are concerned, as well 
as the Tories in favour of it, is 
a means by which this country 
has managed to deport 1,000 
foreign criminals in a single year 
and has resulted in the success¬ 
ful return of people wanted by 
our own authorities. 

The arguments against include 
concerns over the ability of oth¬ 
er EU member states to demand 
the extradition of British citizens 
without sufficient evidence. 

There are various legal ex¬ 
perts, civil liberties groups and 
others now turning it into a po¬ 
litical football. Maybe we should 
have been worried about it, 
maybe not. But if they won’t 
even debate it, the Government 
can’t blame people for drawing 
their own conclusions.

The cost of 
removing 
fly-tip soars 

to £666,700 


BLACK rubbish bags, mattresses and com¬ 
mercial waste - the cost of clearing up after 
fly-tippers in Sandwell has almost doubled in 
one year to £666,710. 

Sandwell Council has revealed the price picking up 
illegally dumped rubbish from roads and public land 
over the last financial year was up from £381,350 


the year before. 

In response to a Freedom 
of Information request, the 
council also unveiled the 
top five streets it spent the 
most money clearing up the 
waste. 

Four of the roads are 
within a mile of each other 
in Smethwick, from the 
most expensive, Bearwood 
Road, to Beakes Road, New 
Hope Road and Shireland 
Road. 

The other road, which 
was the second most costly, 
was residential street Salis¬ 
bury Road, West Bromwich. 

Abbey ward Councillor 
Bob Piper has two of the 
roads within his patch. He 
said: “There has been a 
problem with fly-tipping in 
certain areas, Beakes Road 
and Bearwood Road are 
among the areas I’m aware 
of. 

“Beakes Road is used as 
a cut through and there is

an area along it where there 
are no houses, which is ideal 
for someone dumping rub¬ 
bish.” 

He added: “CCTV cam¬ 
eras can be put up, but then 
there needs to be a balance 
on how much to spend on 
them, when other services 
are in need.” 

Soho and Victoria ward 
Councillor RogerHorton has 
two of the five hotspots in 
his ward, New Hope Road 
and Shireland Road. 

He said: “We have had 
some problems with fly-tip¬ 
ping, but the council has 
been proactive in tackling 
it.” 

Among the waste items 
dumped are kitchen white 
goods. The council dealt 
with 1,708 dumped fridges 
from January to June, up 
from 306 the year before.

Medal from Albion cup 
victory sold in auction 



AN FA cup winner’s medal 
belonging to a member of the 
victorious Albion side of 1968 
exceeded all expectations 
when it sold for £13,000 at 
auction. 

The nine carat gold medal went 
under the hammer for £5,000 
more than the auctioneer’s esti¬ 
mate. 

It had been the property of centre 
half John Talbut who was in the start¬ 
ing XI for the match fondly remem¬ 
bered by Baggies’ fans for Jeff Astle’s 
extra time winner. 

The medal was sold at Graham Budd 
Auctions in London, who confirmed it 
had gone to a private collector. 

The memorable victory is the club’s 
last ‘major’ trophy to date and the side 
is associated with iconic figures includ¬ 
ing Tony ‘Bomber’ Brown. 

Alan Cleverley, Secretary of the Al¬ 
bion’s Official supporters club, said: 
“I’ve been going down the Albion for 
a long time so I remember John very 
well. He was a good player, a good cen¬ 
tre half pivotal in that great cup win¬ 
ning side. 

“He was particularly commanding 
in the air. In those days there were 
a lot of big centre forwards, like our 
own Jeff Astle, but he was strong and 
powerful enough to go up against the 
biggest among them.” 

The medal was one of 10 items up 
for sale belonging to Talbut. His white 
shirt from the match against Everton 
sold for £3,600 and the sale of a fur¬ 
ther eight items brought the total to 
more than £20,000. 

Mr Cleverley added: “I’m always sad 
when a player has to sell their medals. 
The modern day players earn so much 
money but in those days they would 
have been bringing in just thirty or 
thirty-five pounds a week. 

“The 1968 side was exceptional. 


They were a good team but a particu¬ 
larly good cup fighting side. “ 

The centre half joined West Brom¬ 
wich Albion from Burnley in Decem¬ 
ber 1966, aged 26, for £30,000. 

He went on to play 144 league 
matches for the Baggies in the late 
1960s and early 1970s, during which 
time the club appeared in four League 
Cup finals. At the end of his career 


Talbut, who is now aged 74, moved to 
Belgium to play for KV Mechelen, who 
he later managed. 

Auctioneer Mr Budd said: “In the 
end it went for well above the estimate 
so we are delighted with the price. 
West Bromwich Albion have a lot of 
fans who have a deep regard for the 
club’s heritage which of course dates 
back to the very early days of football.”

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Decision set 
to impact 
holiday pay 

MIDLAND manufacturers 
could be affected by the 
Employment Appeal Tri¬ 
bunal’s decision that over¬ 
time must be included in 
holiday pay, according to 
Crowe Clark Whitehill. 

Johnathan Dudley, man¬ 
aging partner of the Mid¬ 
lands office of the national 
audit, tax and advisory 
firm, based in Oldbury, 
said: “It is likely that this 
decision will affect all man¬ 
ufacturers, especially if the 
decision is significantly 
backdated. 

“If there is to be signif¬ 
icant backdating, then the 
decision will almost cer¬ 
tainly be appealed, causing 
uncertainty for what could 
be several years. Any un¬ 
certainty could also affect 
corporate finance and fund¬ 
ing transactions.” 

The decision means that 
ah people working volun¬ 
tary overtime could claim 
for additional holiday pay.

Care home is set 13 
to create 50 jobs 


A RESIDENTIAL care home in the Sandwell could cre¬ 
ate up to 50 jobs, under new plans. 

Sandwell Community Caring Trust has permission to 
build a 62-bed home off Harvest Road, Rowley Regis. But 
due to lack of other providers in the area they are seek¬ 
ing to amend the proposals to accommodate 81 adults. 

Bosses at the charity say the scheme will give prior¬ 
ity to older people with dementia. The home will have 
a total of around 80 staff members, with 30 moving 
from the charity’s care home in Grafton Road, Oldbury, 
which is being replaced. The site, at the junction of Du- 
dhill Road, was previously occupied by the demolished 
Knowle House old people’s home. 

The proposals include a secure central courtyard, 
gated entrances and parking. Sandwell Councillor Susan 
Eaves welcomed the application. 

She said: “To my knowledge we haven’t got any 
other provision in the area, so it is really needed. When 
Knowle House, which used to be on the site, closed down, 
all the residents had to go elsewhere.This should really 
help the area.” 


500 spaces 

to solve 


loss of car 
parking 


MORE than 500 car parking spaces will be 
opened at a West Bromwich car park to 
compensate for the loss of a multi-storey. 

Talks have begun into opening the upper deck of 
the two-storey New Square car park in the town 
centre due to the planned demolition of the Queen 
Square car park. 

Sandwell Council wants to sell off the Queens Square 
multi storey car park to 
make space for an ice rink. 


The proposed ice rink, 
which would be operated 
by Planet Ice Property Lei¬ 
sure, could create at least 
100 jobs. 

However, the proposals 
sparked a petition from dis¬ 
abled group Access Alliance 
asking the council to stop 
the sale due to concerns 
over a lack of parking. 

It received around 300 
signatures from both blue- 
badge users and general 
users of the car park. 

In response, council of¬ 
ficers sought permission 
from New Square shopping 
management to take over 
the previously unused car 
park behind Primark. 

The Queens Square car 
park provides long-stay 
parking for those who work 
in the town centre but they 
would be unable to move to 
the New Square car park 
due to its four hour limit. 

The council said the au¬ 
thority was in the process 
of getting the New Square 
car park management plan 
changed to allow long-stay 
use of the car park by Pri¬ 
mark. 

“Currently there is a four 
hour limit on it whereas the 
Queens Square car park is

long-stay. The council is not 
taking over the running of 
this car park, though, New 
Square would continue to 
manage it,” said a spokes¬ 
man. 

“This change would more 
than adequately cater for 
the people displaced from 
the Queens Square car park 
when it eventually closes.” 

The legal arrangements to 
modify the car park to allow 
long-stay parking should be 
completed by the end of No¬ 
vember. 

The plans are due to be 
voted on at next Wednes¬ 
day’s cabinet meeting. 

The New Square car park 
in total has capacity for 
around 1,050 vehicles, but 
only 500 spaces have been 
used on the bottom floor of 
the double-storey since it 
opened. 

The Queens Square car 
park has a deck dedicated 
to disabled parking who can 
park free. 

Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “It’s important 
to address the concerns of 
people who want to park in 
the town centre, especially 
those with disability issues.” 


Majority backing 
for ill helpline 


NINE out of 10 patients who used the non-emergency 
NHS helpline were satisfied with it since it was handed 
over to West Midlands Ambulance Service, a report on the 
past 12 months has shown. 

During the previous year WMAS has received in the re¬ 
gion of 850,000 calls into the service. People can call 111 24 
hours a day for advice when seeking help with non-emer¬ 
gency and out of hours health matters. 

It is a marked turnaround from when it was first intro¬ 
duced in April 2013, replacing the former NHS Direct, and 
call centres run by different providers in different counties 
were struggling to cope. 

The non emergency helpline was broken up into 46 cut- 
price contracts and NHS Direct itself was left in deficit and 
forced to close. 

The ambulance service took it over in the West Midlands 
in November 2013.

EFFORTS to make the area 
safer for residents and tra¬ 
ders have been centred 
on Wednesbury as part of 
Sandwell’s Safer 6 campaign, 
which reached its fourth 
week. 

The initiative has included 
six weeks of targeted action and 
community safety work across 
Sandwell’s six towns, to give add¬ 
ed reassurance as the nights draw 
in. 

Results for the fourth week of the 
campaign saw council wardens seiz¬ 
ing alcohol eight times - including in 
Church Hill, Brunswick Park, Hol¬ 
yhead Road and in the town centre. 
They also issued a dog fouling fine at 
Brunswick Park, and dealt with 10 
abandoned vehicles. 

Police seized eight cannabis plants 
at a home in the Hill Top area, mak¬ 
ing an arrest. The Dogs Trust chipped 
44 dogs for free at Hydes Road pool, 
Woden Road South. 

The fire service carried out 28 home 
fire safety checks, offering safety ad¬ 
vice, help with escape plans and free 
smoke alarms. 

The police and fire service held a 
joint road safety awareness opera¬ 
tion at Hill Top, stopping more than 
40 vehicles in two hours for seatbelts 
not being worn or drivers using mobile 
phones. Police checked speeds with a 
laser in Woden Road South, stopping 
20 vehicles. 

Police and council licensing officers 
visited taxi bases and stopped a num¬ 
ber of taxis to give safety advice. 

Police did a crime prevention talk at 
Wednesbury Rugby Club and carried 
out patrols and gave personal safety 
advice to shoppers in the town centre. 

Police, council neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices and anti-social behaviour officers 
were joined by Wednesbury town lead 


councillor Elaine Costigan for a walk¬ 
about, and gave advice to nearly 200 
Wednesbury residents about crime 
and anti-social behaviour. Officers also 
gave advice to schools and businesses. 

The police and council neighbour¬ 
hood services officers held a litter pick 
in Bassett Road, with Priory Primary 
School pupils, and in Moor Street. 

The Eco Bus visited Myvod Road 
and Woden Road North to give envi¬ 
ronmental advice. 

Council trading standards officers 
carried out cigarette test purchases 
at six off licences - none sold to the 
underage volunteer. They also visited 
five premises with gambling machines 
- only one premises checked the iden¬ 


tity of the underage volunteer. Trad¬ 
ing standards officers also visited 11 
money transfer outlets, and gave ad¬ 
vice on scams. 

Council property intervention of¬ 
ficers visited 39 empty private homes 
in Wednesbury, to check they were se¬ 
cure and continue looking at ways to 
get them back into use. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, Wednes¬ 
bury town lead member for Sandwell 
Council, said: “This is great - Safer 6 
produces team work and I feel this is 
a must for a way forward, with great 
communication between the council, 
councillors, police and others. When 
you look at what has been achieved it 
is astonishing, I am so pleased.”

Fence plan

How post-war work 
return never took off 


AT 11 am on November 11, 
1918 the guns fell silent 
across the world. 

They were firing right up to 
the last second, as many of the 
gunners wanted to claim that 
they had fired the last shot in 
the ‘War to End all Wars’. 

Then began the process of 
returning the millions of men 
and women, but mostly men 
to their homes, where many 
expected to return to their old 
jobs, supplanting the women 
who had taken their place; but 
things were not as simple as 
that. 

Wolverhampton, and the Black 
Country in general, were geared 
up for war, turning out munitions, 
warplanes, guns, and all the para- 
phenalia of the modern conflict. 

Orders were cancelled, though 
production of, now unwanted 
items, continued into 1919.

Companies had to find new prod¬ 
ucts to turn their skills to. Wolver¬ 
hampton was well served in the 
new motorised age with many ve¬ 
hicle manufacturers, who thought 
they could return to car and mo¬ 
tor-bike production and find a 
ready market with the returning 
servicemen, many of whom had 
become well used to motor vehicles 
during the four years of conflict. 

Dominated 

Sunbeam returned their car 
production from Rover in Coven¬ 
try but still hoped to make a large 
business in the production of ae¬ 
ro-engines, which had dominated 
the Villiers Street factories during 
the war. 

They were to find that the com¬ 
petition from Rolls-Royce in par¬ 


ticular and from cheap war-surplus 
engines was too much, and they 
hardly sold an aircraft engine after 
the war. 

Round the corner Star returned 
to car production, but were never 
able to sell enough from their 
confined factories to sustain the 
business, and firstly their Briton 
division and then Star itself went 
to the wall, and Edward Lisle, 
founder of the company took his 
life. 

Guy returned to making trucks, 
and became hugely successful. 

Other companies were also to 
find ready markets for their met¬ 
al-bashing skills, making locks, 
bicycles, ploughshares, and all 
the nuts and bolts to put them to¬ 
gether. 

Elsewhere servicemen returned 
to quieter lives, opening shops, 
starting their own businesses, 
often with the skills they had 
learned in the Army, and looked 
forward to re-building their lives.

Tomorrow’s Worlds: The 
Unearthly History of 
Science Fiction

In a new four-part series, 
historian Dominic Sandbrook 
examines the genre which has 
dominated the media for 
decades, after years of being 
on the fringes of popular 
culture. And there’s no 
shortage of big names taking 
part, including Star Trek 
veterans William Shatner and 
Nichelle Nichols, Star Wars’s 
feuding duo Anthony Daniels 
and Kenny Baker, Avatar’s Zoe 
Saldana and one of the genre’s 
most popular authors, Neil 
Gaiman. In episode one, 
Dominic examines sci-fi’s 
enduring fascination with outer 
space, from Jules Verne’s 
groundbreaking 19th-century 
vision of a voyage to the moon, 
to that galaxy far, faraway in 
Star Wars.

Improved links for public transport services 


THE latest phase of the Public Realm project 
‘Metro Plaza’ has now completed. 

This scheme has improved pedestrian connections 
between the bus/metro stations and the town centre, 
and creates a more welcoming space for people vis¬ 
iting West Bromwich by public transport.

PHASE 1 of the multi-million 
pound refurbishment and en¬ 
hancement project of Queens 
Square Shopping Centre has 
been completed this month, 
with Phase 2 works continuing 
throughout 2014. 

Phase 1 of Queens Square’s major 
facelift, completed August, has seen a 
host of improvements. 

These include modern and welcoming 
entrances at each elevation of the centre, 
new state of the art public toilet and disa- 


bled/parent facilities, fire and life safety sys¬ 
tems including glazed roof openings and cli¬ 
mate control, replacement roof with thermal 
coating, bespoke lighting, a complete re¬ 
wire, full redecoration of all mall areas and 
replacement of old damaged terrazzo floor¬ 
ing with new warm coloured ceramic tiling 
to add to the centres modern uplifted decor. 

Phase 1 has also seen the upgrading of 
rear security doors, a full refurbishment and 
redecoration of the centre management 
suite including disabled visitor access and 
new signage throughout the centre display¬ 
ing the new Queens Square logo. 

Phase 2, due to commence in the forth¬ 


coming weeks, will see the extensive chang¬ 
es at the centre continue in converting the 
west elevation of the scheme (units 16- 
23), facing towards Central Sixth and New 
Square Shopping Centre, in to five gener¬ 
ously-sized units which were granted for 
restaurant usage earlier this year. 

Drive 

This phase of work also sees the launch 
of the centre’s professional agency drive in 
securing new lettings for the scheme. 

Works to this area will see the complete 
internal restructuring of the current units to 
create basic shells of the new layouts. 

All services to this elevation will be up¬ 


graded including new electricity power 
supply’s with increased capacity power 
and sub-station, new gas feeds, restructure 
of delivery access including a new lower 
ground service corridor to feed the planned 
ground floor retail units which are current¬ 
ly in advanced letting discussions or under 
offer. 

The redevelopment of this elevation will 
be an exciting milestone for Queens Square 
Shopping Centre in welcoming a dining out 
offer, cementing the schemes market posi¬ 
tion within the town centre and demonstrat¬ 
ing its commitment to its visitors and West 
Bromwich.

Kuga sports utility vehicle 
with improved engines and 
more in-car technology. 

Under the bonnet the flagship Kuga 
diesel model receives a horsepower 
boost, with the 2.0-litre motor’s output 
now 180 horsepower - 17 more than 
before.

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Vauxhall is 
taking soft 
option with 
little ADAM

It’s genuinely hard to know where to start 
with this one, but we really ought to get 
the name out of the way first. The Vauxhall 
ADAM Rocks Air must go down as one of the 
strangest car names since the Japanese dis¬ 
covered Google Translate and stopped send¬ 
ing us Pantry Boy Supremes and Giga Light 
Dumps. But what is this thing? 

If you hadn’t noticed, Vauxhall has tried to claim 
a share of the niche small car market occupied by 
the likes of the Fiat 500 or the Citroen DS3. The trou¬ 
ble is, the ADAM is somewhat hampered by a badge 
that smacks of Luton rather than Turin and sales have 
been slow. The ADAM Rocks Air is a soft-top version 
styled with offroad-style design cues. 

The ADAM Rocks Air is available with a choice of three 
engines. The 70PS 1.2-litre engine and the 87PS 1.4-litre en¬ 
gine we’ve seen before and very serviceable units they are. 
Of more interest is the introduction of a 1.0-litre three-cylin¬ 
der powerplant, good for 115PS thanks to its turbocharger. 
It’s the first Vauxhall to get this engine, which is the mainstay 
of the fourth generation Corsa range. 

When plumbed into the open-topped ADAM, it’s capa¬ 
ble of getting to 62mph in under 10 seconds. Unlike most 
three-cylinder units, it’s been designed to offer excellent re¬ 
finement, with the characteristic warble of a three-pot only 
really audible when you mash the throttle. With 170Nm 
available at just 1,800rpm, it’s a more relaxing engine than 
you’d imagine, albeit with a slightly elastic feel to the throttle 
response. 

Retuning 

The Rocks Air model adds another 15mm to the stock 
ADAM’s ride height. This isn’t going to equip you to tack¬ 
le the Dakar Rally, as underneath it’s still the same front- 
wheel drive chassis architecture, but Vauxhall has done a 
thorough job in retuning the springs, shocks and roll bars. 
Therefore this Rocks Air version still corners well and ride 
quality isn’t bad either. 

In fact, you’d be hard pushed to feel much in the way of 
difference. Ease of use on urban roads is enhanced by a 
‘city’ mode, which increases the electronic power steering 
system’s assistance at lower speeds. 

Believe the press bumf and you might get excited that 
Vauxhall has created something genuinely good and orig¬ 
inal. Read between the lines a little and you might suspect 
that the parts that are good are not original, and the parts 
that are original aren’t that good. Does the market need a 
soft-top faux-by-four? Didn’t automotive evolution kill this 
genre off at least ten years ago, with most of us hoping it 
would never be resurrected? 

That said, Mark Adams’ team has done a good job in the 
styling of this car. What sounds utterly ludicrous on paper 
works surprisingly well in the metal, with strong lines and a 
lovely chutzpah to its design. The all-road-style wheelarches 
work well with the ‘floating’ roof which is visually disconnect¬ 
ed from the body. 

Button 

The electric folding canvas roof is operated via a button 
located in the front area of the headliner and folds back 
neatly on to the C-pillars in just seven seconds. The roof 
can be opened or closed while the car is moving at up to 
85mph. The boot keeps the full opening of a hatchback and 
loading volume remains untouched. The entire roof mod¬ 
ule is acoustically tuned for noise insulation inside the cabin 
and the robust, three-layer fabric has a neoprene centre for 
weatherproofing and durability. The folding canvas roof is 
available in a choice of two exterior colours - Black or Sweet 
Coffee. 

The ADAM Rocks Air ensures that it’s not going to freeze 
you on cold winter mornings. It’s the only vehicle in its class 
to offer the comfort of a heated steering wheel, driver and 
front passenger seats. Other interesting items of standard 
equipment include a hill start assist which maintains the 
brake function for about two seconds after the driver has 
taken his/her foot off the brake pedal. This prevents Rocks 
Air from rolling back when starting on a slope or, when driv¬ 
ing off from traffic lights or a parking spot on a hill. 

The standard infotainment equipment is a CD 3.0 BT 
system, with radio and a MP3/WMA compatible CD play¬ 
er featuring Bluetooth and USB connections, as well as a 
hands-free function. 

Go for the 1.2-litre petrol engine and you’ll see economy 
figures of 53.3mpg with emissions of 125g/km. The 1.4-litre 
powerplant offers up another 17PS with very little efficiency 
penalty, netting 52.3mpg and 126g/km. The star of the show 
is the 1.0-litre turbo unit which gets the best economy at 
55.4mpg, the lowest emissions at 119g/km and is comfort¬ 
ably the quickest and most refined to boot. A 38-litre fuel 
tank rather caps the range a little, but the ADAM was never 
designed to be a GT car.

Pulsar from 
Nissan could 
be the ticket 
for plenty of 
car buyers

Nissan is scratching a seven year itch and 
entering a vital part of the car market where 
it’s been absent since 2007, while it made a 
mint with a couple of SUVs. 

Now that the Qashqai and Juke are pulling in punt¬ 
ers like there’s no tomorrow, it’s high time to put up 
something against the like of Ford’s Focus, helping 
fill a part of the market that accounts for one in three 
new cars sold in the UK. 

The result of much midnight oil burning is the Pulsar, de¬ 
signed and sold only in Europe - and built in Barcelona. 

This five-door hatchback follows the same design path 
chosen by competitors and majors on space and the 
chance to add the sort of technology usually associated 
with dearer cars. 

That can include four cameras that give a bird’s eye view 
of what’s around the car and automatic emergency braking 
which can stop the car at low speeds before you hit the ve¬ 
hicle ahead. 


Designed 

The Pulsar looks smart from the outside and obviously 
designed with a European twist (not the eastern one you 
might expect from a Japanese car maker) and is clean and 
uncluttered inside, if a bit too obviously plastic in some ar¬ 
eas. 

Nissan has pushed front and rear wheels further apart 
than in any obvious rival and the resultant space in the back 
will easily managed a six-footer sitting behind a similarly tall 
driver. 

Only a potential owner will know how useful that feature 
will prove, with more than half all Pulsar sales destined for 
the fleet market, where they’ll spend a lot of time with only 
the drive aboard. 

The present Pulsar range is simplicity itself with just one 
petrol engine (1.2 litres) and a single diesel (1.5 diesel) on 
offer, although a sportier petrol version looks a certainty be¬ 
fore too long. 

Prices range from £15,995 and top out at £21,945, which 
includes the £1,600 premium asked for diesel models. 
About half of all Pulsar buyers are expected to take the pet¬ 
rol route, with the Acenta (£17,645) likely to be the highest 
selling trim line. 

That model comes with the automatic safety brakes al¬ 
ready mentioned, along with automatic lights and wipers. 
Every Pulsar has air conditioning and Bluetooth phone con¬ 
nection, while the N-TEC model tested here adds 17 inch 
alloy wheels, satellite navigation, DAB radio and cruise con¬ 
trol. 


Economy 

In a car world where diesel is king on the economy front 
it’s too easy to forget the charms of petrol power; displayed 
here by an engine that stays hushed even from a cold start 
and pulls smoothly from such low engine speeds you’ll stay 
in higher gears longer, to the benefit of fuel economy. 

Given a firm request for maximum urge, the Pulsar proved 
a surprisingly engaging car on some familiar back roads, all 
the time staying comfortable on surfaces I know (from bitter 
experience) can unsettle a lot of other machines. 

After an hour’s spirited motoring the trip computer (part of 
a nicely legible dash readout) showed 38mpg. 

That’s about what I expected and was easily bettered 
by slowing down and changing up when the dash arrow 
prompt told me to. 

That resulted in an impressive 52mpg, showing once 
again that you can have fun or frugality, but not both to¬ 
gether. 

The diesel would undoubtedly top that figure without try¬ 
ing hard, but remember the £1,600 extra it will cost. 

So for lots of drivers the new Pulsar is going to be just fine 
in a model that costs less than might. 

Can’t argue with that.

Irvine has rejected suggestions that Olsson’s 
recent injuries could take their toll and insist¬ 
ed the 31-year-old has many years of action 
ahead. “Having watched him in pre-season 
he wasn’t somebody who was lagging behind 


everyone else by any 
means,” said Irvine, 
who replaced Olsson 
with Joleon Lescott.

I certainly wouldn’t 
have said his legs have gone. 

“Centre-backs can play 
until a really good age. I 
worked with David Weir, 
who played until he was 40. 

“I don’t see a reason why

perienced centre-back you 
improve in terms of your po¬ 
sitional sense even though 
you may lose a little bit of 
that explosive power you 
might have had as a younger 
player.

“I certainly don’t think 
Jonas is nearing the end of 
his career unless he wants 
to be. If he wants to con¬ 
tinue I don’t see any reason 
why he couldn’t keep on 
doing that.” 

“ He’s certainly a player I 
think has a big part to play. 
I think time will show that.” 

Olsson paid the price for 
a poor start to the season by 
losing his place to Lescott 
and the Baggies could now 
receive offers in January 
with QPR manager Harry 
Redknapp keeping tabs on 
the Sweden international’s 
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situation. Villa have also 
been linked with a bid in 
recent days but Albion, who 
have had no contact from 
officials at Villa Park, would 
be reluctant to sell him on to 
local rivals. 

And Irvine says Olsson 
has reacted well to being 
axed from the starting XI. 

“It has hurt him,” ad¬ 
mitted Irvine. “It has been 
something that has been dif¬ 
ficult for him. 

“But firstly he is a really 
nice person and secondly he 
is a great professional. 

“He realises that these 
things happen at different 
times and the only way to 
deal with it is to train as 
hard as you possibly can 
and be ready for when your 
chance comes. 

“There is no question that 
at some point we will have 
to put in other centre-backs. 
I expect Gareth McAuley 
and Jonas Olsson to play a 
part this season.”
